Luiilsvlllc, Ky., April 2. — At Douglas Park yester- 
day. twi» iKitetl liorses, T. C. McDowell’s D«*rby cau- 
dklale The Mauager, and J. W. Schorr’s foiir-year- 
ohl Star Charter, were given stiff trials. The Man- 
ager was sent a mile, lie was tresh and lookisl 
eaira good. Star Charter’s mile was «-overed easily. 
He was let down In the last eighth, which he trav- 
eled in :12%. Even iu face of the prestige of Bour- 
Ihju Beau and Meridian. Star Charter will have a 
I'oUowiiig in the Clark handicap. 

.\t the Downs the iinb<‘aten Hawthorn did his first 
Work since his arrival from Juarez. He was hard 
held throughout by his jo<-key, but went five fur- 
longs at a fairl.v fast clip, going the last quarter in 
:27 under double wraps. The son of Hastings is 
right now in the Is-st of racing trim. Trainer 
’I'revey has only to k<s-p him on etlge until it is time 
111 send him to the post. Several horsemen, concedetl 
to Ih‘ the liest of judges, hsikeil tlie great colt over 
:iihI failetl to find a sign of unsouu<liu»is about hiui. 
Hau thorn is a glnttoii for work. He always feels 
good when brought on the track, and in walking or 
trotting he makes ever.v effort to unseat his rider. 
Hawthorn will la* enter^ iu the Kentucky Derby for 
1913. This is iKissible inasmuch as that event will 
not lie ciostsl until next year. 

'l'h<‘ Kentucky State Uacing Commission has adopt- 
ed a ruling abolishing guaranteed stakes. As the 
New lAiuisville Jockey Club will want the best race 
obtainable, with all the great three-year-olds in the 
191.’( Iterliy. entries may be made until next March. 
'J'he Associatinii will add sufficient money to make 
tlie Derb.v worth ^.'i.OUd to the winner, which has 
liei-M the value of the race under the present manage- 
ment. 

Heavy rain which fell last night and today con- 
k vertid the track into a sea of mud and slush at 
fs’hnrafelll Downs, but still many horses were worked 
through tlie soft going, as Superintendent Keegan 
ilhl nut put up the ‘’dogs” on the course at all. 
AlMHit the only horse which was timed in his work 
was Henderson & Hogan’s Derby candidate. Gnar- 
unola, which was caught as he worked three-eighths 
linlling up in 42. Man.v of the youngsters plowiHl 
through the heav.v going as if they liked it and in 
truth the track was not so bad. as there was firm 
footing beneath the surface mud. 

The racing stable of J. K. Wainwright will arrive 
tomorrow from Charleston and on the same train 
will come the horses O. A. Bianchi had lieen racing 
at that place. Among the good ones in this shiiMueiit 
are Trance, High Private, Royal Captive and A1 
.Muller. Mr. Bianchi has had the bulk of bis stable 
here, including the horses in the string of Janies Mac 
.tlainis. for some time past. In this lot is the Derb.v 
«-aiididate Presumption, which was cantered alsiiit 
two miles slowly at the Downs today. The great 
tiiree-year-old looks extra good and is training for 
llie ra'<-e as nka-ij’ as isissihle.

•! trenieiidoiis amount of real labor of which the racing public has no adeguate conception. In addition 
ilieir cares and anxieties are manifold and their responsibilities great. Of course there is reward, but that 
reward varies. Such men as James Rowe, Sam Hildreth and others that might be named have become 
wealthy and can, even now, command great salaries, but many there are of great skill in their profession 
w.'io are iKit so fortunate and make little more than a bare living. However, as a class they take their 
siiet'csses and reverses with equanimity and tlie hard luck ones optimistically look forward to the day when 
forliiiie will place in their charge one of the mighty liorses whose deeds challenge the wonder and admira- 
tion of all who are interested in the affairs of the turf.

Mr. Whitney’s agent 
in New York no doubt has registered the names of 
the youngsters with the Jockey CljUb, but he has 
neglected to forward them to his trainer. One, a 
filly by Hamburg — Ballyhoo, is * half-sister to 
Ballyhoo Bey, winner of the Futnrity and Flatbush 
Stakes at Sbeepsbead Ba.v in 1900. Another, a 
daughter of Burgomaster aiid Xeln, is a half-sister to 
Battle Axe and to Xebec. Then there is a black 
filly by Hambnrg — Belle of Troy, and a bay by 
Hamburg — Honiton. and a chestnut by Burgomaster 
or Hamburg — Mineola. 

Five of the colts are prodnets of Brookdale Farm. 
These are geldings by Burgomaster out of Fairy 
Sprite and Vesiiers. b.v Broomstick out of Lyonnaise, 
and by Hamburg — Braw Lass and Monadour. 

It is the intention of Simons to sell this bnneb of 
two-year-olds, for when be gets to Baltimore he will 
have ten others to take np. The other ten are at 
Brookdale Farm. Tlie.v were the least precocious 
of tlie youngsters James Rowe kept in New Jersey i 
when he sliipiHHl the lot intended for Jack Joyner 
to England. 

Tom Green, the negro trainer who was with James 
R. Keene for upward of twent.v-flve years, bas come 
to Norfolk as foreman of the Simon string. Green 
trained Voter for Mr. Keene when tlie great sprinter 
was a two-year-old and prepared him in 1S97 for his 
victory in the Metro|)o1itan Handicap at Morris 
Park. 

The handsomest and most forward of the two-year- 
olds at the track just now is Con Leighton’s Bur- 
geois. a colt by Burgomaster — Victoria M.,_ tliat 
started six times at Charleston and finished in the 
money twice. 

Cuming Coon has recovered from a cold developed 
the day he arrived from South Carolina and was 
galloping yesterday with the two-year-old Hilda 
Maid. The latter "is ready to race. 

Four of the six horses Pat Civill brought from 
Benning are three-year-olds from Barney Schrelber’s 
farm iu Missouri. "They are Little Erne, RIdgeland. 
Slieriff Ganuigan and .Apiaster. They wintered at 
Benning and have bad a lot of work already. Mr. 
Civill is quartered at the track and he expects to 
do a deal of tigtbening up work this week. He has 
also two two-year-olds, a flll.v by Sain — La Rella, 
and therefore a sister to Emperor William, and a 
colt b.v Bannockburn— Discard. The filly is called 
Iji Sainrella. 

AFFECTS BREEDING OF TROTTERS, TOO. 

’Tlie Enipiie State, kmiwn for nearly three-qnarters 
of a century as the home of the american trottiiig- 
lited horse, 'is not only losing that distinction rapidly, 
but is being abandoned by breeders who have made 



the state famons and who have invested millions 
of dollars in the enterprise. 

The crusade against horse racing sport has forced, 
dnring the sbevt space of two years, the complete 
cesation of breeding horses in some counties and 
driving the breeders either entirely out of the busi- 
ness or compidling them to move their stock to 
other states where they find the needed encourage- 
ment. The closing of more than one hundred trot- 
ting tracks of the state where racing fiourislieil and 
the horses raised at home were tried has made tlie 
enterprise a losing venture, while, on the other hand, 
wide-open racing and patronage of the sport, without 
jail sentences threatening its backers, offer nnllmited 
indneement to move to other states. Many horse- 
breeding farms, wliere operations were carried on 
upon a small but select scale, have already gone out 
of business, and some of the best have followed 
suit or greatly curtailed their operations. 

Others, like Hill and Dale, at Mamaroncck, and the 
Empire Stud at Cuba. N. Y., hace already divideil 
their breeding stock between tbc home farms and 
Kentneky, with strong ehanees of fiuall.v locating 
all their operations in the Blue Grass country. Wliat 
the ultimate effe<-t of the present movement will bo 
Is not hard to foretell, especially under the present 
oonditioDS which show an nnparalleled demand for 
horses and equally great scarcity all over the state. 
Hor.se-breeiling — a short time since one of the great- 
est farm industries of the state — is destined to be- 
come a dead issue. — New York Telegraph.

FEATURE RACE AT CHARLESTON. 

Rules Short-Priced Favorite on Strength of Good 
Showing in Previona Try-Onta, but Finishes in 
Last Plac e Cracker Box, the Winner. 



Charleston, S. C., April 2. — ^Today’s third race, en- 
gaging a field of Palmetto Derby eligibles and serv- 
ing in the nature of a preliminary for the big event 
to be run on Saturday next, furnished the main inei- 
dent of the racing at Palmetto Park this afternoon. 
Jawbone and Flamnia, regarded as the likeliest of 
tTO contenders, ^jth faileil to place. Jawbone’s 
showing was particularly bad, as he was at no time 
a serious contender and trailed distantly throughout.

DISfHTSSING NEW YORK LAW. 

“There Ig no law against horse racing In this 
state,” said a prominent attorney yesterday, “and 
if one of the tracks should be leased by a corporation 
composed of fearless men It would not take long 
to find out the constitutionality of the so-called 
directors’ liability law. Before a director of such 
a corporation could be prosecuted. It would first be 
necessary to convict a person of tbe alleged crime 
of ‘bookmaking without writing.’ Then it would 
lie time to indict a director for allowing a violation 
of the law without bis knowledge or consent. From 
a legal iH)lnt of view, I believe, that a conviction 
under the directors’ liability law would be Impossible 
and that the courts would declare the statute uncon- 
stitutional. Such a decision would permit racing 



without interference, except in so far as tbe preaent 
laws relate to bookmaking. It is a matter of record 
that the courts have never pronounced betting a 
violation of tbe criminal law. A line can easily be 
drawn between betting and bookmaking. — New York 
Sun.
